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(A)  STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

OF  THE  AREA. 

1 —  population. 

The  Population  as  at  the  middle  of  1948  is  estimated  by  the 
Registrar-General  at  12,400. 

2 —  Social  Conditions. 

The  chief  industry  of  the  District  is  Agriculture  and  in  every 
village  communal  life  is  based  upon  farming. 

3—  Births. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  during  1948  within  the 
area  according  to  the  Registrar-General’s  corrected*  figure  was 
200,  94  males  and  106  females.  The  birth  rate  is  16.1  per 
thousand  of  the  population.  In  1947  the  number  of  live  births 
registered  was  226. 

There  were  16  illegitimate  births,  6  males  and  10  females, 
representing  8.7  per  cent,  of  the  live  births.  The  corresponding 
figure  for  1947  was  4.4  per  cent.  In  1947  the  number  of  illegiti¬ 
mate  births  was  10  and  with  the  decreased  birth  rate  and  the 
increase  of  illegitimate  births  the  percentage  of  illegitimate  births 
shows  a  marked  rise. 

Still  Births. 

5  still  births  were  registered,  all  females,  as  compared  with 
4  males  registered  during  1947.  This  gives  a  rate  of  24.4  (live 
and  still  births)  and  a  istill  birth  rate  of  0.40  per  thousand  of  the 
population  compared  with  the  still  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
of  0.42. 

4—  Deaths. 

The  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  corrected*  by  the 
Registrar  General,  was  131;  74  males  and  57  females.  The  death 
rate  is  10.6  as  compared  with  12.7  in  1947,  which  is  0.2  lower  than 
that  for  England  and  Wales. 

Of  the  total  number  of  registered  deaths  3  occurred  in 
Institutions. 

5 —  Infant  Mortality. 

During  the  year  7  resident  infants,  5  males  and  2  females, 
died  before  reaching  their  first  birthday.  The  Infant  Mortality  is 
35  per  thousand  live  births. 

Of  these  7  deaths  3  were  due  to  prematurity,  2  to  respiratory 
infection,  1  to  congenitial  malformation,  and  1  to  asphyxia  due  to 
regurgitated  food. 

6 —  Maternal  Mortality. 

No  deaths  due  to  child-birth  were  registered  during  the  year 
within  the  area. 

*  The  corrections  made  by  the  Registrar-General  adjust 
the  number  for  inward  and  outward  transfers. 
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(B)  GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA. 

1 —  Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Authority. 

The  names  and  qualifications  of  these  are  set  out  on  page  3. 

2—  Health  Services. 

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

(1)  Chemical.  * 

The  chemical  analysis  of  milk  and  foodstuffs  is 
carried  out  at  the  laboratory  of  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  and 'the  chemical  analysis  of  water 
is  undertaken  by  Messrs.  Richardson  and  Jaffe, 
Bradford. 

(2)  Bacteriological. 

Bacteriological  examination  of  clinical  material 
(throat  swabs,  etc.)  is  undertaken  either  at  the 
Laboratory  of  the  Harrogate  General  Hospital  or  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Wakefield.  The  latter 
Laboratory  also  undertakes  the  examination  of  milk 
for  tubercle  bacilli  and  the  bacteriological  examination 
of  water  samples. 

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Ambulance  services  of  the  West  Ridiing  County 
Council  are  provided  from  a  main  Depot  situated  at 
Leadhall  Grange,  Harrogate,  with  Sub-Depots  covering 
the  outer  areas  at  Ripon  and  Pateley  Bridge. 

The  West  Riding  Ambulance  Service  maintains  an 
ambulance  at  the  Thistle  Hill  Isolation  Hospital  for  the 
removal  of  infectious  cases  to  the  Hospital. 

(c)  Health  Visiting  and  School  Nursing. 

After  July  5th,  1948,  Health  Visiting  and  School  Nursing 
has  been  carried  out  by  a  whole-time  Health  Visitor  and 
a  part  time  School  Nurse,  until  the  end  of  the  year  some 
of  the  HealthVisiting  was  also  carried  out  by  the  Home 
Nurses  in  the  District. 
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(d)  School  9VI  edical  Services. 

These  Services  are  administered  by  the  West  Riding- 
County  Council!  through  the  Divisional  School  Medical 
Officer.  School  children  are  medically  examined  periodi¬ 
cally  at  Schools  at  routine  medical  inspections,  and  any 
cases  found  to  require  treatment  are  referred,  where 
necessary,  to  their  private  practitioner  or  to  Specialist 
Clinics  in  Knaresborough  and  Harrogate. 

These  Specialist  Clinics  include  the  following  : 
Opthalmic,  Orthopaedic,  Elar,  Noise  and  Throat  Clinics  and 
a  Clinic  for  children  with  defective  speech.  There  is  also 
in  Harrogate  a  General  School  Clinic  for  cases  requiring 
a  more  complete  examination  than  is  possible  at  the 
Schools. 

Special  arrangements  are  made  for  the  examination 
of  handicapped  pupils  and  where  necessary  such  cases 
are  admitted  to  Special  Residential  Schools. 

Dental  inspection  of  children  is  undertaken  at  the 
Schools  and  treatment  is  provided  by  means  of  a  Mobile 
Dental  Treatment  Outfit. 

(e)  Home  Nursing  and  Domiciliary  Midwifery  Services. 

(1)  General. 

Prior  to  5th  July,  1948,  nursing  in  the  home  was 
provided  by  the  various  District  Nursing  Associations 
in  the  area  ;  after  that  date  these  services  were  provided 
by  the  West  Rid|ing  County  Council  ais  the  Local 
Health  Authority. 

The  former  District  Nurses  employed  by  the 
District  Nursing  Associations  were  taken  onto  the 
staff  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  and  now 
undertake  their  work  under  the  general  supervision  of 
the  Divisional  Medical  Officer. 

In  addition  2  full-time  Home  Nurses  and  1  full¬ 
time  Midwife  who  undertake  this  work  in  the  Knares¬ 
borough  Urban  District  are  also  employed  in  part  of 
the  Nidderdale  Rural  District- 

(2)  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  Health  Visitor  and  School  Nurses  of  the  West 
Riding  County  Council  in  certain  cases  visit  the  homes 
and  advise  as  to  precautions  to  be  taken  with  regard 
to  the  spread  of  infection  and  exclusion  from  atten¬ 
dance  at  School,  but  do  not  assist  with  the  actual 
nursing  of  the  case. 
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(f)  Maternity  Services. 

The  arrangements  for  the  admission  of  complicated 
maternity  cases  to  Hospital,  and  where  necessary,  normal 
cases  to  Maternity  Homes,  were  made  through  the  West 
Riding-  County  Council. 

(g)  CEinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  maintain  Ante- 
Natall  Clinics  and  Child  Welfare  Climes  at  Boroughbriidge 
and  Knaresboirough,  and  a  Child  Welfare  Clinic  at 
Whiixley.  School  Clinics  are  held  at  Fysche  Hall,  lies 
Lane,  Knaresborough.  An  additional  Child  Welfare  Clinic 
was  opened  at  Poppleton  on  8th  June,  1948. 

(h)  Hospitals. 

There  are  no  Hospitals  in  the  area,  arrangements  are 
made  when  necessary  for  patients  to  be  admitted  to  the 
General  and  .Special  Hospitals  in  the  neighbouring  towns. 

(li)  Small-pox. 

Arrangements  for  the  admission  of  small  pox  cases 
are  undertaken  in  conjuction  with  the  Leeds  Regional 
Hospital  Board.

2 —  Diphtheria. 

For  the  second  year  in  succession  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that 
there  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  within  the  District. 

The  number  of  children  immunised  for  diphtheria  during 
the  year  was  133,  ii.n  addition  111  ‘stimulating’  doses  were  given 
during  the  year  to  cases  where  the  degree  of  immunity  had  been 
diminished  by  the  length  of  time  since  their  initial  innoculation. 

3—  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

I  case  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  was  notified  during  the  year ; 
the  patient  was  nursed  at  home  and  made  a  satisfactory  recovery. 

4 —  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever. 

1  case  of  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  was  notified  during  the  year, 
the  case  was  mild  in  character  and  was  treated  with  Penicillin  and 
made  a  good  recovery. 

5 —  Pneumonia. 

2  cases  of  Acute  Primary  Pneumonia  were  notified  during 
the  year. 

6 —  Erysipelas. 

2  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified  during  the  year,  both  these 
were  treated  at  home  and  made  a  satisfactory  recovery. 

7 —  Measles. 

There  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  notified  during 
the  year.  56  cases  were  notified  during  1948  as  compared  with  77 
cases  during  1947. 

8 —  Whooping  Cough. 

II  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  notified  during  the  year 
as  compared  with  8  during  1947. 

9—  Other  Notifiable  Diseases. 

No  case  of  Small-pox,  Poliomyelitis,  Dysentry  or  Food 
Poisoning  was  notified  during  the  year. 
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10— Tuberculosis.

(E)  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

(iii)  Piumbo  Solvency. 

Frequent  water  sampling  of  piped  and  private  supplies 
throughout  the  District  have  proved,  these  supplies  to  have 
a  pH  .value  well  over  7.  There  is  no  risk  of  plumbo-solvency. 

Supplies  throughout  the  area  are  for  the  most  part 
“hard” — the  Council’s  own  undertaking  at  Marton  yielding 
a  water  of  some  26  degrees  hardiness  (Clark’s  scale)  prior 
to  softening. 


(iv)  Contamination. 

Following  a  sample  of  water  taken  from  a  shallow  well 
supplying  cottage  property  at  South  Stainley  (the  results  of 
which  were  unsatisfactory)  investigation  of  the  source  was 
carried  out.  This  revealed  that  the  occupier  had  refused  to 
allow  the  Council’s  Scavenging  Vehicle  to  empty  the  pail 
closet,  and  had  instead  made  a  practice  of  disposing  of  the 
contents  of  the  pail  closet  an  the  adjoining  garden.  This 
practice  was  immedately  discontinued,  the  well  cleaned,  and 
subsequent  sampling  revealed  that  the  water  had  returned,  to 
normal. 


A  few  isolated  cases  of  shallow  well  water  contamination 
were  also  revealed  by  water  sampling,  and  in  all  cases  thp 
provision  of  a  piped  water  supply  was  secured. 


(v)  Inspections. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  267  staff  visits  were  made  to 
schemes  of  water  supply,  supply  connections  and  works  in 
progress  (excluding  visits  and  inspections  by  the  Council’s 
waterworks  foreman) . 

2 — Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

A  total  of  389  staff  inspections  were  made  to  works  of 
drainage,  sewerage  and  works  in  progress,  in  addition  to 
which  168  independaint  “  smoke  tests  ”  on  new  drainage 
works  were  carried  out. 

Schemes  of  sewerage  were  designed  for  the  Council’s 
new  Housing  Estates  in  various  villages. 
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3 —  Rivers  and  Streams. 

Samples  of  river  and  stream  water,  including  sewage 
works  effluents  are  frequently  sampled  throughout  the  area 
by  the  Officers  of  the  YVest  Ridiing  Rivers  Pollution  Board. 
Of  the  samples  taken  throughout  the  year  one  sample  was 
reported  to  the  Council  as  being  “unsatisfactory  ” — this 
related  to  the  Boroughbridge  Sewage  Disposal  Works  which 
is  known  to  be  overloaded,  and  for  which  the  Ministry’s 
approval  has  been  given  to  the  enlargement  of  the  works. 

Complaint  was  made  of  the  condition  of  the  ditch 
runnnig  through  the  village  of  Lower  Dunsforth,  which  had 
arisen  by  the  failure  of  the  Catchment  Board  to  carry  out  the 
necessary  cleaning  due  to  shortage  of  labour.  The  matter 
was  reported  to  the  Board  and  the  necessary  cleansing 
carried  out. 

The  sewage  works  effluent  from  Green  Hammerton  has 
in  the  past  discharged  into  a  watercourse  from  which  cattle 
drink  lower  down  the  stream.  Due  to  known  overloading  of 
this  works  and  to  prevent  further  complaint  from  the  local 
farmers,  the  effluent  wa,s  diverted  by  piping  in  the  effluent  a 
distance  of  some  700  yards  in  6  inch  land  tiles.  A  new  works 
is  now  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.

Further  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  securing 
the  conversion  of  pails  and  privies  to  waterbourne  sanitation, 
some  66  being  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year,  with  a 
further  34  notices  for  conversion  being  outstanding. 

Notices  are  served  month  by  month  on  owners  to  carry 
out  conversions,  and  although  the  total  number  of  pails  and 
privies  throughout  the  area  is  still  high,  considerable 
improvement  should  result  when  the  Council’s  comprehen¬ 
sive  Tutt  Valley  Sewerage  Scheme  is  completed  and  a  modern 
sewer  is  available  to  facilitate  conversions. 
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The  total  number  of  inspections  carried  out  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  privy  conversions  during-  1948  totalled  298. 

5 — Public  Cleansing — Household  and  Trade  Refuse. 

(a)  Collection. 

The  100  per  cent,  collection  service  introduced  in 
1947  was  continued,  every  property  throughout  the  district 
being  visiited  once  per  fortnight. 

(!b)  Disposal. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping,  three 
tips  being-  in  use  at  : — 

1.  Brickworks  Yard,  Green  Hammerton. 

2.  Quarry,  Lilnigerfield. 

3.  Howe  Quarry,  Beckwithshaw. 

In  September,  considerable  difficulty  was  experienced 
at  the  Liingerfield  Tip  as  a  result  of  the  tip  firing  due  to 
the  actions  of  one  of  the  operatives  at  a  nearby  quarry. 
The  burning  tip  face  had  to  be  dug  out  and  sealing 
operations  carried  out  with  the  aid  of  a  “dumper.” 

Routine  rodent  control  work  is  carried  out  at  each 
tip  by  the  Council’s  part-time  Rodent  operative.

During  the  year  there  has  been  a  noticeable  increase 
in  the  requests  for  farm  premises  to  be  inspected  with  a 
view  to  securing  T.T.  licences.  Numerous  cowsheds  have 
been  mode  mils  ed  as  a  result  of  these  requests  and  a  total 
of  8  new  T.T.  licences  actually  isisued  by  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  during  the  year. 

For  the  most  part  the  cowsheds  throughout  the 
area  are  satisfactory  but  there  is  still  room  for  improve¬ 
ment  iiln  a  few  isolated  cases.  Shortage  of  staff  continues 
to  hamper  the  work  of  routine  cowshed  inspections. 

(b)  IVIeat  and  other  Foods. 

There  are  17  private  slaughter  houses  in  the  Nidder- 
dale  Rural  District,  the  practice  of  “  Centralised 
Slaughtering  ”  being  in  force  at  Starbeck  (Harrogate) 
and  York  Government  Slaughter  Houses.  The  whole  of 
the  50  parishes  in  this  district  are  supplied  from  either 
York  or  Starbeck. 

Food  condemned  during  the  year  .amounted  to  6  cwts. 
61  lbs.  all  of  which  was  voluntarily  “surrendered.”  The 
bulk  of  the  food  condemned  was  tinned  foodstuffs  from 
local  grocery  shops  and  N.A.A.F.I.  stores. 

In  no  case  did  the  category  or  quantity  of  foodstuffs 
condemned  reach  the  minimum  quantitv  to  warrant 
notification  to  the  Ministry  of  Food  Salvage  Organisa¬ 
tion,  .in  accordance  with  their  Circular  of  October,  1948. 
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
